AN ADDRESS 10 THE WHITE 
VOTERS OF WICOMICO COUNTY. 


Strong Appeal From The Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee To Support The Poe Amendment. 


The Passage Of The Amendment Will Affect Tae Negro Oaly—Ne White 
Man Will Lose His Vote Under — Ide Question Is One Wurd 
Should Receive The Votes Of White Men Of All Parties—Mt A 
Politkal Question, But One To Elevate The Standard Of The 
Electorate Throwghout The State Of Maryland. 


To the White Voters of Wicomico County: 


On Tuesday next, the most important political contest which has 
been waged in Maryland in many years, will claim the attention of the 
voters of Wicomico county, Besides the election of a local ticket, which 
will control the local conditions of our County for the next two years 


the groat question of the passage of the Amendment will be settled in 
the coming contest. 


We believe it will be admitted by all fair-minded citizens that the 
nominees on the Democratic ticket are the same high class, honest and 
reputable citizens elected here in the past, and that their election will 
mean an honest administration of public affairs, econominally carried 
out. We ask for these nominees of the Democratic party the earnest 
and active support of all Democrats, aas well as the non-partisan voters 
claiming allegiance to the other two parties. 


Now As To The Amendment. 


In taking up this subject, itis our earnest desire to deal with it ln 
purely business way and not in a partisan, political manner. The subject 
is one which has been discussed in all its phrases, and it ie certainly a 
question which should receive the earnest support of the white people 
of ourcounty. Its provisions guarantee to every white citizen bis right 
to register and vote. Itis only the illiterate and vicious negro whose 
vole will be curtailed and it is this class of citizens whom every white 
man, Democrat, Republican and Prohibition, will acknowledge is a 
menace to good order and the peace of our State. On this subject 
quote frum the recent speoch of ex-Governor E, E. Jackson as follws: 

“The truth is, I nm one of those who do not believe, as some prefesa 
to fear, that the elimination of the negro from polities will tend to per- 
petuate the Democratic party in power, On the contrary, I believe that 
the disfranchisement of tbe ignorant and illiterate negro voter will in- 
crease to a very large extent independent voting. There are thousands 
of people in Maryland today who vote the Democratic ticket, whoever 
may be its candidates, because they know that there are fifty thousagd 
negroes in the State who, at every election blindly, unintelligently, aad 
without any thought or concern forthe financial, or business interests of 
the State, go to the polls and vote the Republican ticket. ‘They give no 
more thought to men and Issues today than they did thirty-five years 
ago. Deprive the negro of his power to vote and you will fnd mote 
Independence of thought and action among the white men. 

“Certain it is that the chief effect of the adoption of the Consti- 
tutional Amendment will be to disfranchise the negro. i 

“Aside from these reasons of public policy I do not hesitate to say 
that I favor the Amendment, because I firmly belleve that there ought 
to be a distinction between the white man and the negro, politically as 
well as socially. 

"Political equality tends to encourage social equality, and social 
equality leads to disorder and crime, This has been the experience of 
every State in which the race question has been agitated, and the result 
has been the adoption of a franchise Amendment similar to the one now 
proposed in Maryland. 

“I speak earnestly in this matter, nut out of any feeling of prejudice 
against the negro race. I um, and always have been, a friend of the 
colored man. My political and personal conduct prove this fact. 

“It has been contended by some people, in opposition to the pre 
posed Amendment, that it gives too much power to the registration 
officers, and that its effect will be to disfranchise many white people, 
who should have the right to vote, because of their failure to explain 
the Constitution to the satisfaction of the registrars. I, myself, have 
no fear of this, Every well-informed man in Maryland knows that the 
purpose of this Amendment is “to preserve in every conservative and 
Constitutional way the politieal ascbodency of the white race,” as de- 
clared in the platform of the Democratic State Conyentlon of 1908, Ex- 
perience bas taught ubthat a statute is enforced or not, according as it 
has public sentiment behind it. Therefore, every white man who is en- 
titled to vote will be registered, because public sentiment will demand 
It. We may as well be candid about this matter and say what we mean, 
and that is, as I understand it, that we propose, In so far as we cans 
within the limits of the Constitution, to disframchise the negro and pre- 
serve the right of the white man to vote, I wish it could be otherwise, 
and that we could literally and, In terms, disfranchise the negro. 

“It seems to be generally conceded by public-spirited men avery- 
whore that it was a mistake to have every conferred the right of suffrage 
upon the negro race. If this be true, why should not they now be de 
privod of that right, when after thirty-five years of training (hey have 
shown themselves no more capable of participation fo the affairs of 
goveromeonut than they were when the right was conferred upon them.) 

“I, therefore, in conclusion appeal to every white man io Maryland, - 
Democrat and Republican, to lay aside party feeling and personal pře- 
judice and vote for this Amendment.”

And Esther, the 
Queen, whose Jewish nationality fs 
not known to the King is of course 
included. In this extremity Esther 
takes her life in her hand, pushes 
her way into the presence of the 
monarch, exposes the plot, inter- 
cedes fer her people and finds a way 
by which the law can be nullified 
and made of no effect. Haman is 
hung upon the gallows he had 
erected for Mordecai and the Jews 
throughout the empire are saved 
from extermination. 

How plainly this lesson teaches 
that every lot in life has its trials. 
Esther was a Queen, raised to the 
highest pinnacle of honor by a turn 
of the wheel of fortune; yet she is 
overwhelmed by the shaft of grief 
and fear, and goes into the shadow 
of assassination. 

There could be no greater mis- 
take than to suppose that those who 
Itve in -palaces, and fare sumptu- 
ously every day, and have servants 
to anticipate every wish, and ride in 
automobiles, and annually take a 
European trip, and see all the 
sights, and visit all the places of in- 
terest—that these people have no 
cares, no trials, no heartaches, no 
griefs too deep for words, no skele- 
tons in the closet, no burdens that 
drive them frantic with grief. 

It the envious ones who walk 
while others ride, who work while 
othere play, who wear shoddy while 
others wear satin, who eat plain and 
wholesome fare, though meager in 
supply, while others partake of all 
the luxuries of the season—if these 
envious ones could get one look ins 
to the hearts and lives of those 
whose lot they covet, they would not 
change places with them for a 
mountain of gold. Gétera!l Naaman 
was a mighty chieftain, rich and 
powerful and influential, the idol of 
his army, the prime minister of the 
king, but there was not a healthy 
tramp in Damascus that would have 
changed places with him when it 
was known that he was a leper. 

Notice another lesson; risk and 
difficulty do not exempt from obli- 
gation.

It was hedged about, 
and accessible only with risk and 
difficulty. Grim sentinels stood with 
battle-axes ready to behead the rash 
intruder, or the unfortunate who 
displeased the monarch. No one 
could go into that presence without 
a summons. Dveryone'e safety de- 
pended upon the word of the king. 
No wonder Esther hesitated, and 
finally took her life in her hand cry- 
ing out, “I will ge unto the king; 
and if I perish, I perish.” - 

It is not always easy to help, and 
therefore moral heroes and heroines 
are few. It la much easier to say, 
“It ie not my business,” than it is to 
run the risk ot personal antagonism 
by defending the right and denounc- 
ing the wrong. And yet, the truth 
is we are under obligations to af- 
ford asdistance to others even whon 
we cannot do it without pain and 
labor and tuffering to ourselves. 
The only question is, is it duty? 
The world has deen lifted to its | 
present condition’ of civilisation by | 
the noble company of the confessorsa 
and martyrs who have lived lives of 
sacrifice and hardship.

PASS THE AMENDMENT 


And Elect The Ticket. Mr. Thomas Perry 
Expresses Himself Strongly On The Ne- 
cessity Of Eliminating The Negro 
Vote. Southern Results. 


Editors Advertiser :— 

You ask me for my views on the 
Constitutional Amendments to be sub 
mitted this fall. and if I feel much 
interest in the approaching election, 
I am intensely interested in the sub- 
ject to be voted upon in our county 
next Tuesday, both in the Amendment 
that has for its object the restricting of 
the colored vote and the ticket that has 
been nominated for the cause it rep- 
resents. Iam sure there is considera- 
ble misapprehension about the Amend- 
ment in some circles. To those who 
feel any apprehension about the exe- 
cution of it, if adopted, depriving any 
white men of his voting privilege, 
let me say; In the first place, there 
are not a half dozen oitizens in Wi- 
comico county that could be prevented 
under the desoretionary clause, even 
if the registration officers went to the 
limit to doso. And I don’t think there 
is a belief in any quarter that there is 
the slightest disposition to deprive 
any white man of his vote. The truth 
is, publio sentiment would not allow 
it, and no man or set of men would 
dare undertake it. The execution of 
of all law is dependent zpon publio 
sentiment—the demand for ita exe- 
oution. I have had considerable op- 
portunity to observe the workings of 
similar constitutional provisions in 
the States of Virginia, North Carolina 
and Alabama, Only good results have 
been secured by their adoption. and I 
can frankly say that I consider the 
colored people have been as much 
benefitted as the whites. Before the 
adoption of this Amendment, these 
people were in continual toil and fer- 
ment. One election was scarcely over 
before another began to be discussed. 
They were everlastingly harangued by 
negro preachers, organizers, and white 
politicians and often excited to acta of 
violence. Since then violent outbreaks 
and disorderly gatherings are much 
less frequent and these people have 
become much more industrious, ord- 
erly ond thrifty. The negroes of North | 
Carolina, today that I have seen, that 
is those living in the sections I operate 
in. are industrious, orderly citizens 
and a productive factor in the com- 
munity. Many of them are cultivating 
small farms and with the direction 
and over-sight of white men are 
making a success of it. They make 
good laborers, with proper oversight 
and direction. We find them satisfac- 
tory mill hands. They have practical-

CHAPTER 96.

AN AOT to amend Section 1 of Article

Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of Maryland 
(three-fifths of all the members of 
each of the two houses concurring).

Section 1. All elections by the 
people shall be by ballot. Every male 
Citizen of the United States, whether

First—A person able to read any 
section of the Constitution of this 
State submitted to him by the offlo- 
ers of registration and to give a reas- 
onable explanation of the same; or if 
unable to read such section is able to

Second—A person who on the first 
day of January 1869, or prior thereto,

Section 2. And it be further enact- 
ed by the authority aforesaid, that 
the aforegoing section hereby proposed 
as an amendment to the Constitution 
shall be, at the next general election 
held in this State. submitted to the 
legal and qualified voters thereof for 
their adoption and rejection, in ae 
suance of the directions contained in 
Artiole 14 of the Constitution of this

ESTHER, THE MEDIATRIX, 


Nov. 5, '05—Esth. 4: 10-17; 6: 
| One of the most fascinating ro- 
mances of history is tho story of 

Queen Esther in the Scriptures. She 

was the Jewish wife of Xerxos, the 

grandson of Cyrus, who founded 
the Persian empire, took Babylon, 
and commissioned Zerubbabel to re- 
build Jerusalem. The Bible puts 
the story Into ten short chapters, and 
if the books were bound In chrono- 
logical order, Esther would be 
placed between Ezra and Nehemiah. 

Almost everybody knows the story 
of Esther, the Mediatrix. Offended 
with Vashti, who had opposed his 
will, Ahasuerus had divorced her, 
and four years later had selected 
the beautiful Jewess, Esther, cousin 
of Mordecai, in her place. Five 
years after this, at the Instigation 
of his chief counsellor, Haman, who 
had taken offense at Mordecal, an or- 
der is issued for the massacre of all 
Jews of the əmpire. And Esther, the 
Queen, whose Jewish nationality is 
not known to the King is of course 
included. In this extremity Esther 
takes her life in her hand, pushes 
her way into the presence of the 
monarch, exposes the plot, Inter- 
cedes for her people and finds a way 
by which the law can be nullified 
and made of no effect. Haman ts 
hung upon the gallows he had 
erected for Mordecal and the Jews 
throughout the empire are saved 
from extermination. 

How plainly this lesson teaches 
that every lot in life has its trials. 
Esther was a Queen, raised to the 
highest pinnacle.of honor by a turn 
of the wheel of fortune; yet she is 
overwhelmed by the shaft of grief 
and fear, and goes into the shadow 
of assassination. 

There could be no greater mis- 
take than to suppose that those who 
live in palaces, and fare sumptu- 
ously every day, and have servants 
to anticipate every wish, and ride In 
automobiles, and annually take a 
European trip, and sce all the 
sights, and visit all the places of In- 
terest—that these people have no 
cares, nœ trials, no heartaches, no 
griefs too deep for words, no skele- 
tons In the closet, no burdens that 
drive them frantic with grief. 

If the envious ones who walk 
while others ride, who work while 
othere play, who wear shoddy while 
others wear satin, who eat plain and 
wholesome fare, though meager in 
supply, while others partake of all 
the luxuries of the season—if these 
envious ones could get one look in- 
to the hearts and lives of those 
whose lot they covet, they would not 
change places with them for a 
mountain of gold. General Naaman 
was a mighty chieftain, rich and 
powerful and Influential, the idol of 
his army, the prime minister of the 
king, but there was not a healthy 
tramp In Damascus that would have 
changed places with him when It 
was known that he was a leper. 

Notice another lesson; risk and 
diMculty do not exémpt from obli- 
gation. It is difficult for us in this, 
age to understand Esther's posi- 
tion. She was a Queen to be sure, 
but the Queen of an Oriental despot. 
In that age the person of the king 
was sacred. It was hedged about, 
and accessible only with risk and 
difficulty. Grim sentinels stood with 
battle-axes ready to behead the rash 
intruder, or the unfortunate who 
displeased the monarch. No one 
could go Into that presence without 
a summons. Everyone's safety de- 
pended upon the word of the king. 
No wonder Esther hesitated, and 
finally took her life in her hand cry- 
Ing out, “I will go unto the king; 
and it 1 perish, I perish.” 

It is not always easy to help, and 
therefore moral heroes and heroines 
It is much easier to say, 
“It ls not my business,” than it Is to

by defeading the right and denounc- 
Ing the wrong. And yet, the truth 
is we are under obligations to af- 
ford assistance to others even when 
we cannot do it without pain and 
labor and euffering to ourselves. 
The only question is, is it duty? 
The world has been lifted to its 
present condition of civilization by 
the noble company of the confessors 
and martyrs who have lived lives of 
sacrifice and hardship. They stood 
by the truth when it was assailed. 
The world was a rough place of 
residence for Elijah and Daniel, for 
John and Paul, for Luther and 
Knox, for Wesley and Lincoln. They 
quailed at no task, they bared thelr 
bosoms to tne shafts of evil, but 
they conducted the world to Liberty. 
Thoso Christians who go with the 
tido, who serve when the world 
smiles, who are bold when there is 
no enemy in sight, who make offer- 
ings of that which costs them noth- 
ing, are not In the same class with 
Esther, the Queen. 

It bas been objected that the 
book of Esther is the only book in 
the Bible in which the name of God

‘of it? If His name is not there, His 
hand is. And at every step of the 
narrative “Standeth God within the 
shadow, keeping watch above His 
own.” That is the inspiring view of 
life this story teaches. The miracle 
worker is on the field. You do not 
see how it ls coming out, but it will 
come out right. Every sparrow’s 
tall is noted every tear is treasured; 
every sigh rivets the attention of 
heaven.

SUDDEN DEATH 


Removes One Of County’s Honored Citizens. 
Demise Of Mr. Willam S. Moore Oa 
Election Grounds. 


Tuesday during the excitement of 
the campaign, while hard at work for 
the success of the Democratic ticket, 
Nr. William S. Moore. one of the best 
known and most populat men of Wi- 
comico county, was stricken with pa- 
ralysis at the election polls in Trappe 
district and died within a few hours. 
At the time he waa stricken, which 
was about 4 o’olock, he was talking 
with Capt: James A. Turner, and sud- 
denly becoming pale started to fall. 
Captain Turner supported him tos 
seat and Dr. J. L T, Long was sum- 
moned, but Mr. Moore soon lapsed 
into unconsciousness, from which he 
never rallied. He died at 8 o'clock 
and his body was brought taSalisbury 
to the home of his son, Mr. Ernest 
Moore, f : 

Mr. Moore was probably the best 
known man in Wicomico connty. He 
was known for his kindness of heart 
and his ever readiness to help people 
without regard to political affiliations 
whenever appoaled to. His death will 
cast a gloom over a large portion of 
the county and comes with peculiar 
sadness at a time when his wife is just 
recovering from a painful accident 
sustained last summer. Mr. Moore 
was the son of John E. Moore, of 
Trappe district. He started life os a 
olerk for Mr. Levin W. Dashiell at 
Tony Tank, and after his marriage to 
the eldest daughter of the late John 
H. Griffith he engaged in farming and 
politics. - 

He was first elected to office as Sher- 
iff in the memorable fight in 1878, 
when he defeated the late Levin Wil- 
sou by eight votes. He had theld the 
following offices; Elected Sheriff in 
1878 and again in 1879, to the Legis- 
lature in 1884, 1891 and 1895, oyster 
inspector in Baltimore under Governor 
Brown and deputy in the Sabtreasary 
under President Cleveland. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he 
was so often a candidate for office. his 
record was always so clean and honcr- 
able that he could at any time have 
received the votes of the people of Wi- 
comico county for almost any office.” 
Mr. Moore served as a delegate to 
more important Congressional, judi- 
cial and State conventions than any 
other man in the State of Maryland. 
He was popular with all who knew 


him and was spoken of by his friends 
as Uncle Billy Moore.“

Of Philadelphia And N. Y. Causes Hearty 
Rejoicings Among Good Government 
People. Democrats Sweep 
Virginia. American Party 
Wins in Salt Lake 
City. Elections 
Elsewhere. 

The latest figures in New York in- 


re-élected Mayor by a plurality of 
8,485. Charges of gross fraud and oor- 
ruption are made by William R. 
Hearst, candidate of the Municipal 
Ownership League, who declares that 
a recount of the ballots will show his 
election. He proposes to have the 
1,948 boxes containing the ballots 
taken before the Board of Aldermen 
for a recount and has declared his 
| Purpose to carry his contest for tho 
office to the court of last resort. 

William Travers Jerome, the inde- 
pendent candidate for Distri t Attor- 
ney of New York, is re-elected by a 
plurality estimated at from 4,000 to 
9,000, He has joined Mr. Hearst in 
an effort to develop any corruption 
that may have been practiced. 


Philadelphia. 

In Pennsylvania and tn Philadelphia 
particularly, late returns confirm the 
fact that the reform wave swept every- 
thing before it. For the first time in 
a quarter of a century Philadelphia 
voted against the Republican organi- 
zation. Mayor Weaver and the City 
Party oarried the municipality by 


H. Berry, the candidate for State 
Treasurer of the Demooratio, Indepen- 
dence, Lincoln and Prohibition par- 
ties, was elected by 100,000. President 
Roosevelt carried the State last year 
by 600, 000. 


A Sweep in Virginia. 

The Demooratio State ticket, headed 
by Swanson for Governor. appears to 
have carried Virginia by from 25,000 
to 30,000. 

Though the vote waa light, the Dem- 
ocratic majorities in many counties 
were increased. In Richmond Judge 
Lexis. the Republican candidate for 
Governor, got only 482 of the 8,696 
votes cast. The poor showing made 
by the Republicans, even after a vig- 
orous campaign is attributed to the 
falling off in the negro vote. Nearly 
all the blacks were disfranchised by 
the new constitution, and many of 
those who were able to vote remained 
away from the polls because the re- 
publicans were endeavoring to make 
a Lily White” party. 


Oo And Other States. 


In Ohio the election of Pattison, 
the Demoorato candidate for Gover- 
nor, is claimed by 86.000. This is 
also due to the revolt aganst bossism. 

Massachusetts Republicans elected 
Cartis Guild, Jr. Governor by 23,116 
plurality and E. 8. Draper Lientenant 
Governor by 1,906. The feature of 
the election was the victory of John 
B. Moran for District Attorney of 
Suffolk county. which inoludes Bós- 
ton, over both the Republican and 
Demooratio candidates.

Accident -Bulletin No. 6, which 
has just been issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. giving an ac- 
count of railroad accidents in the 
United States during the months of 
April, May and June, 1905, shows 
that during that quarter there were 41 
passengers and 221 employes killed, 
and 1,253 passengers and 1,511 em- 
ployes injured in train accidents. 
Other acoldents to passengers and em- 
ployes not the resalt of collisions or 
derailments bring the total number of 
casualties up to 14,669, 886 killed and 
18,783 injured. 

This Balletin completes the publi- 
cation of the reoords of accidents for 
the year ending June 80, 1905, which 
in the total number show an inorease 
of 11 killed and 4,183 injured among 
passengers and employes as compared 
with the number reported for the year 
ending June 80, 1904. The inorease 
in the number killed is wholiy among 
passengers, there being a decrease of 
106 in the number of employes killed. 
An inorease of 117 in the number of 
passengers killed makes an increase of 
11 in the total killed of both passeng- 
ers and employes, as above stated. 
Of the increased number injured 1,963 
Were passengers and 2,160 were em- 
ployes. In coupling accidents, which 
occur wholly to employes, the total 
number of deaths, 243, is 85 lesa than 
for the year preceding. and the num- 
ber of injuries, 8,441, is 881 less. 

A compsrison of the figures given 
in this Bulletin with those in the 
Bulletin for the preceding quarter 
shows a decrease of 68 in the total 
number of all casualties. The total 
number of collisions and derailments 
was 2,766, 1,281 collisions and 1,585 
derailments., of which 186 collisions 
and 168 derailments, affected passen- 
ger trains. The damage to cars, en- 
gines and roadway by these acoidents 
amounted to 63. 410, 671. 

The total number of employes re- 
ported killed in coupling and uncoup- 
ling cars during this quarter was 49, 
being a decrease of 13, aa compared 
with those reported killed in the Jast 
preceding Bulletin. 

In train acoldente, collisions and 
derailments, the total number of fa- 
talities this quarter, both passengers 
and employes. is decidedly larger 
than in the last quarter or in this 
quarter year ago. Two derailments 
this quarter caused the death of 34 
passengers, and four collisions caused 
the death of 41 employes, one of the 
four killing 26.

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CHILD LABOR LAWS IN rrArr. 
Include a Wise Proviso for Young 
Breadwinners. 
Modifications of the law of June 
19, 1902. governing the employment 
of women and children, recently 
brought before the Italian Cham- 
ber of Deputies, provide for new 
regulitions which will be of interest 
in industria! America. The new 
-fegulations provice that children of 
either sex under 12 veare will not be 
allowed to work in any factory or 
mines. This provision is practically 
extended also to any trade. For ad- 
mission to work in mines, tunnels, 
and so forth, children must have at- 
tained the age of 13 years where 
there la electric traction, and 14 
years where there is no electric trac- 
tion, and women and girls are ex- 
cluded altogether from this class of 

labor, regardless of age. 

In work of a heavy, unhealthy or 
dangerous nature the néw laws pro- 
vide that no boya under 15 years of 
age shall be employed, or females 
under the age of 21. In Sicily, under 
certain circumstances, boys of 18 
years will be allowed to continue 
in the employments where they are 
now engaged until July 1, 1907, af- 
ter which the age limit will be 14 
years under the conditions named 
above. Night work will not legally 
exceed nine hours out of the twenty- 
four, and in cases where night and 
day shifts are used the reliefs shall 
be made every elght hours. 

These new regulations indicate 
the amount of thought which is be 
ing devoted to an important branch 
of social science by the Itallan gow 
ernment.

Queen Wilhelmina of 
the Netherlands also commands a 
cavalry corps in the German army, 
her colonelcy being a birthday pres- 
ent from the Kaiser, and the Grand 
Duchess of Baden and the Dowager 
Queen Marguerite of Italy hold like 
positions, and take an active intereat 
in their respective regiments.

a religious revival for 18 years. At 
the end of that time Nehemiah ap- 
pears, the new governor and elvil 
ruler, the story of whose adminis- 
tration is recorded In the book bear- 
ing his name. Thus these three 
men, each in his place and time, 
does his own work. 

Over John Wesley’s dust is in- 
scribed this sentence, God buries 
his workmen, bit carries on his 
work.” And all history Is a verif- 
cation of the statement. Very few 
men in the world's affairs have be- 
gun, carried on and completed any- 
thing. Men in general often feel 
that Providence has blundered in the 
accidental removal of Individuals 
from the field of action. If the ques- 
tion were put to a vote whether cer- 
tain men should go or depart out of 
this world or remain in It, sottety 
would vote unanimously for them to 
remain. We say they cannot be 
spared.» The cause demands that 
they remain at the head of it. No 
one can fill their place. ‘They are 
indispensable. Nevertheless they 
fall—and the cause goes right on. 

Pompey thought there was a mist 
over the eyes of God because He 
allowed certain things to happen. 
And a good many moderns are of 
the same opinion. But they are mis- 
taken. The mist is over our eyes, 
not over God's. We see only a part 
of the feld. He sees it all. We only 
know our schedule, and often the 
Master changes that without ex- 
Plaining to us the details; but He 
has the whole campaign before Him, 
and His plans take in centuries, and 
worlds and eternities. A grub might 
as well criticise an archangel as a 
finite mind criticise the plan of cam- 
paign of the Omnipotent. 

But while that is true, It Is also 
true that the work of every one is of 
importance. Zerubbabel did his 
work, Ezra his, and Nehemiah his. 
Neither could do the work of the 
others, and each person’s work was 
necessary. Zerubbabel laid the tem- 
ple foundations, Ezra restored the 
Temple worship, Nehemiah bullded 
the city walls around that Temple. 
Each did bis own work in his own 
way. Zerubbabel could not say to 
Ezra, "I have no need of you." 
Neither could Ezra say to Nehemiah, 
“I have no need of you.” These 
three men were links In a chain at 
one end of which was God, and every 
link was Important. 

God can use every man some- 
whore. He never wastes anything. 
There is not an atom of the uni- 
verse that is only fit for the scrap 
pile, slag, refuse material. The small- 
est mote thatfloats in a sunbeam, tho 
infinitesimal animalcule that swims 
in Its ocean of a drop of water has 
its mission, and the universe would 
be incomplete without it. Every per- 
son's work is Important, every indl- 
vidual is of use. There are no 
blanks in the roll call of humanity. 

This subject affects us in two 
ways. It pricks the inflated bladder 
of our importance and it inspires 
us with a sense of our consequence. 
The universe does not revolve 
around us, but we are a definite 
part of the revolving universe. We 
May not be as conspicuous as Zerub- 
babel, Ezra or Nehemiah, but the 
stone mason who spread the mortar 
on those foundations was as much 
an integral part of restored Jeru- 
salem as those great men who di- 
rected the work. Their names are 
not recorded here, but they are 
known to the Master Builder and 
are honored forevermore, 

There is no room in this world for 
pride, conceit, self-importance, a 
holler-than-thou air; neither is 
there room for self-effacement, 
cringing abjectneas,a feeling that we 
are minus quantities, that we have 
nothing to live for, that the world 
would be better off without us. Hu- 
muaity is not held in the metallic 
clutches of blind and inexorable 
law, which grinds on as a heartless 
machine till it runs down in uni- 
versal chaos,

Leather Railway Tles. 

Leather is being used on the Russian 
government railroads.

All Democrats favoring 
the amendment regret its defeat, and 
as there is no probabliity of the quea- 
tion of eliminating the negro being 
soon again presented it is probable 
that some Democrats who voted against 
it or did not act at all, also regret its 
defeat. It is too late now, and should 
negro immigration from the South re- 
sult in giving that race more promi- 
pence as a political factor and add to 
disorder, violence and crime in our 
Commonwealth, the condition must be 
met the best and most effective way 
possible. 

The result in the State on State and 
local ticketa is very gratifying to the 
Democracy, and shows thaè the party 
is in good condition and well satisfitd 
with the excellent conduct of State af- 
fairs and with the local governments 
in the counties they control. — Demo- 
cratic Advocate.

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CUPBEARER MADE GOVERNOR. 
Nov. 19, '05—(Nehemlah 1: 1-11.) 


The seventy years of Babylonian 
captivity had been followed by sev- 
enty years of fallure to rebuild Jeru- 
salem, though the Temple itself had 
been erected. Jerusalem was ruled 
by a Persian governor. Artaxerxes, 
the King, had chosen a sagacious 
man for his cupbearer—Nehemiah, 
the Jew. Jewish travelers from the 
holy city had brought to Nehemiah 
the sad story of the still ruined 
walls, and the feeble and discour- 
aged inhabitants, and the burden lay 
heavy upon the soul of the king's 
servant. 

Nehemiah began to pray over the 
matter. The sadness of his heart 
showed Itself in his countenance; it 
awoke the sympathy of the king and 
queen, who sought out the cause. 
He arranged with the king for a 
visit to Palestine. Authority was 
freely given, and with a guard of 
honor, and royal credentials as the 
governor of Jerusalem, Nehemiah | 
set out upon his journey, the object 
of which was the rebuilding of a 
city which had been 150 years in 
ruins. 

The man who confesses himself | 
prayerless admits that he Is lacking 
in mental ability, not that he ts su- 
perior to oter men. No great man 
who has ever lived has been praser- 
less. The Instinct of prayer {ts as 
natural as the heaving of the lungs 
to the alr frepared for It. To recos- 
nize a Supreme Creator ls to admit 
the necessity of prayer. Even the 
heathen, who have no revelation, 
achnowledge the universal aspira- 
tion of the soul, and a ery for help 
In the time of need Is as Instinctive 
as an Infant's » cint for its brooding 
mother. The evidence is Incontro- 
vertible and overwhelming that | 
there ls a God who hears and an- 
swers prayer. The young man who 
scoffs at the prayers of his parents 
has a screw loose Inyhls mental or 
moral machinery and is destined for 
the scrap ; lle unless he corrects that 
defect speedily. 

Nehemiah’s career upsets the 
erroneous opinion also that a pray- 
ing man is a weak man. Those who 
think praying Is a good enough exer- 
cise for the trundle bed and women, 
should take a good dose of Nehe- 
miab. How did it happen that an 
effeminate, weak minded, superstl- 
tous, praying Jew got to be the cup 
bearer of Artaxerxes the king, the 
trusted bodyguard who alone stood 
between the ruler and death. The 
cup bearer must taste every drink 
and every food that passed the king's 
lips.

How was it that Nehemiah was 
made the ruler of far-off Jerusalem? 
It was becouse he was not only a 
man of prayer, but a man of faith, a 
man of sagacity, a man of courage, 
a man of splendid executive ability, 
a man of enthusiasm, a strenuous 
man, a man of singleness of aim, a 
man who could not be bribed, or 
bulldozed, frightened or feazed, ridl- 
culed or ridden, a man who would 
not compromise and a man who 
would not cease his efforts till his 
work was done. He could pray, or 
he could fight. He could lift the cup 
to the king's lips, or he could help 
to holst a stone with the stonem?- 
sons on the,wall. He was great on 
dress parade, and he was great in 
battle. He was sharp to discover 
hypocricy, and he was equally quick 
to recognize true worth. The motto 
of his life was, “I am doing a great 
work.” 

Nehemlah 


refutes the popular 
idea that the praying man is a 
dreamer. There are many who sup- 
pose that prayers and business do 
not mix, that certain professional 
men must be set apart to do the 
prasing, and business men must do 
the working. But here is a man who 
is an office holder, a civil governor, 
a representative of the Persian king, 
who is as devout in his worship as 
a pilest of the tribe of Levi, and at 
the same time a civil engineer of 
unquestioned ability. An executive 
who is a model organizer, a leader, 
a statesman, an inspirer of men. 
Nobody called Nehemiah a rolig- 
lous crank; everybody who came dn 
contact with him felt the power of 
his virilty. 

That ia secret of his success. He 
vas not ashamed of his plety, and 
his plety was of such a character 
that It kept others from being 
ashamed of him. Real religion fits 
a man as naturally as his garments, 
It ts not a tag, Uke a baggage check 
to tell where he is going, it la net a 
password to be whispered confi- 
dentially in the ear of the inquirer. 
it ia the atmosphere, the natural 
hub'tat, as much a part of the Indi- 
vidual as the features of his coun- 
tenunce, the color of his eyes. Men 
like that are marked men wherever 
von find them. They have learned 
the secret of a full, well rounded, 
perfectly developed manhood.

Education In China. 

Education in China is free to all 
males, Hundreds of thousands com- 
pete for the honor of being a manda- 
rin, as from that order alone the high- 
est civil officers are chosen, such as 
viceroys or governors of the eighteen 
provinces. 

These men have almost unlimited 
power, but every three years they are 
called upon to make an exact report of 
all the affairs of thelr province, includ- 
ing in that report a truthful account of 
their own faults. If this is omitted a 
committee of investigation at once 
looks into it and the viceroy, if found 
guilty of hiding anything he should 
have confessed, suffers degradation, and 
sometimes death, if his offense is a 
grave one, 

Censors also, at any time and always 
unannounced, arrive and examine the 
affairs of each province. If, under this 
examination, anything is unearthed 
contrary to the approved standard, the 
offender is at once punished. There- 
fore, as you see, a good education ac- 
cording to Chinese ideas is the open 
door to the highest official places in the 
land. Nothing more is required.—Sun- 
set Magazine. .

THE OYSTER QUESTION | GUBERNATORIAL TALK |CORRUPT 


And How They Solve it in Virginia. Natural 
Beds Secured To Oystermen. Other 
Areas Farmed Out. Operating 
Advantageously. 


Virginia has an oyster law under 
which the beds are increasing in area 
and produotivenese, and have become 
an increasing xource of profit to the 
State. -The direct revenue gain so far 
is small. The benefits of the policy 
are most marked in arresting the de- 
cline of the oyster industry and put 
ting it in the way of prosperity. Rep- 
resentatives of nll branches of the oys- 
ter trade agree that aubstantial growth 
is going on, and that a splendid fu- 
ture has opened for an industry that 
some years ago was threatened wito 
extinction. 

An impressive object lesson on this 
point is presented by the oyster beds 
in Hampton Roads. Some years ago 
they were so exhausted that, notwith- 
standing their large area, about 12 
negro tongers were all that were left 
of the numerous oystermen that once 
found employment there. The beds 
were leased to oyster farmers and now 
about 500, 000 bushels a year are gath- 
ered and from 200 to 250 oyster farm 
hands are now employed at better 
wages than the tongers nsed to make. 


The Baylor Survey. 

The basis of the Virginia law isa 
compromise which respects the equity 
of the claim of the oyster gatherers 
to their ancient privilege of working 
the natural beds, but secures for oys- 
ter farming, areas deficient in natural 
supply. The principle of the public 
common is still retained, but is in 
practive confined within the limits of 
what is known as the Baylor survey. 
The bill authorizing this survey was 
drawn by Judge A. Brown Evans of 
Middlesex county, which occupier the 
south side of the mouth of the Rappa- 
hannock river. That is to say, the 
bill was a onmpromise offer from the 
oystermen, and the idea it embodied 
was that, if assured of their existing 
privilege of working the natural beds, 
the oystermen would not stand in the 
way of building up a planting indus- 
try by leasing barren areas for that 
purpose. The bill, which was enacted 
on February 29, 1892. directed the 
Board of the Chesapeake and its Trib- 
utaries to ‘‘cause to be made a true 
and accurate survey of the natural 
oyster beds, rocks and shoals of the 
Commonwealth :'' and the Board was 
directed to ‘‘avail itself of the assist- 
ance tendered by the United Survey.“ 
The Board referred to is composed of 
the Governor, Anditorof Public Ac- 
counts and Treasurct, so that it ex- 
actly corresponds to the Maryland 
Board of Publio Works. 


The Government Helped. 


The Board secured the services of 
Mr. J. B. Baylor of the United States 
Coast Survey, and the United Statos 
Fish Commission assisted in the 
work, giving the use of a steam launch 
and hercrew. The act practically left 
the determination of the areas of the 
natural beds to the local authorities 
of the different tide water counties by 
providing that the judge of each coun- 
ty court should appoint three commis- 
sioners to fix the boundaries. Aan 
result of this loca! option system there 
was no uniform rule as to what should 
be considered a natural bed, and in 
some localities a mach broader con- 
struction was given to the term than 
in others, All areas that could with 
any show of reason be regarded us 
natural oyster beds were retained as 
a public common and they amounted 
to 201,216 acres; but when the survey 
was finished in 1895 there were at 
least 400,000 acres available under the 
section of the law which provides 
that all areas of the Chesapeake bay 
and its tributaries not embraced in 
the survey of the natural oyster beds, 
rocka and shoals authorized by the not 
shall be construed to be in all courts 
of the Commonwealth barren area, 
and disposable by the Commonwealth 
for the purpose of planting or propa- 
gating oysters thereon. '' 


‘Low Charges For Leases. 

The aot provided that the survey 
shall be, and be oonstrued to-be, in 
al) of the courts of the Commonwealth, 
conclusive evidence of the boundaries 
and limita of all the natural oyster 
bod. Anywhere outside of the Bay- 
lor survey bottoms might be taken up 
for oyster farming upon application 
setting forth the location, provided 
that the area ahall not exceed 250 
acres. Under au old law the holder of 
a water front might reserve one half 
aore in front of the land. Leases aro 
made for 30 years. Originally, the 
price waa fixed at 25 cents an acre on 
the ocean side of the Eastern Shore 
and $1 an acre elsewhere. Later leg- 
islation has raised the price for opean 
side locations to $! an acre. By an 
act approved February 7, 1898, the 
oyster and fish industry was put under 
the control of a Board of Fisheries, 
composed of five persons, appointed 
by the Governor. 

Under the operation of the law the 
revenue of the State from oyster licen- 
eas and leases have steadily increased. 
The total amount in 1898-9 was 
$48, 107, 0: in 1004-5 the total was 
968,008.87, The report of the Board of 


Anent The Possible Candidates In The Next 
Gampaign For Maryland’s Governor. 
Political Speculation. 


Now that the excitement incident 
to the recent election has somewhat 
subsided, the talk regarding the suc- 
cession to the Governorship in 1907 is 
becoming more pronounced, and al- 
ready there are sigus of a lining up 
in both parties. Many Republicans 
seem to believe that their party will 
nominate either State Senator elect 
France of Cecil county or Mr. George 
R. Gather, President of the Second 
Branch of the City Council and Attor- 
ney General during the last year of 
Governor Lowndes’ administration. 
Both are young, and both are men of 
wealth, and the rank and file of that 
party are not only discussing, already, 
the personal strength and the merits 
of the two gentlemen, but also the 
comparative size of their ‘‘barrels."' 

Among Democrats there are three 
candidates openly advocated by their 
respective partisans, two of whom 
have been in the field for several 
months. These gentlemen are Ex- 
Governor Frank Brown, of Baltimore, 
General Lonis Viotor Baughman, of 
Frederick, and Governor Warfield, 
who is now a citizen of Anne Arun- 
del. Ex-Governor Brown is actively 
at work, laying his wires and is daily 
receiving pledges of support from all 
sections of the State. 

Genoral Baughman's health pre- 
vents his taking personal charge of his 
contest, but he has numerous friends 
who are looking ont for his interests, 

Governor Warfield has made no open 
Announcement of his desire to break all 
the precedents of Maryland and suo- 
ceed himself as Chief Executive. 
There is very little expectation that 
he will make any announcement for 
some weeks to come, but there is not 
much donbt but that he has made up 
his wind to enter the contest. 

Many of his friends are openly boom- 
ing him, and not a few express the 
opinion that his ohances for success 
are bright. He has a large following, 
especially among the office holders, 
and should the contest in the end ħar- 
row down to a fight between himself 
and ex-Governor Brown, it will prob- 
ably be the most interesting and ex- 
citing that the State has ever seen.

Going Ahead Of Maryland. 


It takes time to build up an oyster 
farming industry, and as n source of 
revenue to the State its importance 
lies in the future. The great benefit 
so far is in the revival of the industry, 
Virginia, which used to bo second to 
Maryland in oyster production, is now 
the leading State. According to tho 
census report of 1880, the yield for the 
season of 1879-80 was as follows: 
Maryland, 10,569,012 bushels; Virgin- 
ia, 6,878,820 bushels. The latest sta- 
tistios available were collected by the 
United States Fish Commission. Ao- 
cording to ita report, the Virginia 
vield in 1891 was 6,074,025 bushels; 
in 1897, 7,028,848 bushels; in 1901, 
7,885,147 bushels, Of the yield of 10], 
2,991,144 bushels were from the natu- 
ral beds and 6,076,625 from oyster 
farms, The Maryland yield“ for the 
season of 1900-1901 was 6,658,561 
bushels, of whioh 498,580 bushels la 
reported as the yield of private beds, 
Since 1901 it is believed that the Vir- 
ginia yield has continued to increase, 
while that of Maryland has continued 
to deoline,

To Elevate Political Standards in Maryland 
Elections. Features That A Law Of 
This Character Should Possess. 


Under guch an act candidates must: 

Make sworn statement of all elec- 
tion expenses, 

Name persons receiving the money 
and purposes for which it was used. 

Keep within a certain limit of ex- 
penses. 

It would do away with: 


Corporate contributions to campaign 
funds. 


Bribery at elections. 

Since the agitation for the passage 
of a corrupt practices act for Mary- 
land there has been a discussion of 
the means to be taken to carry out 
the reforms sought to be accomplished 
by the enactment of such legislation. 
‘Fhe object is to prevent the illegal use 
of money at elections. In close States 
the results of a contest sometimes 
depend upon the difference in the 
amount of cash at the disposal of the 
respective campaign committees, the 
one having the best supply generally 
being the victor. Even with the 
funds evenly divided the use of money 
corrupts the electorate. 

In some sections of Maryland, es- 
peciallly the Eastern Shore, the fand 
at the disposal of the parties has 
sometimes been so enormous that $50 
for a voter would not, it is said, be 
considered an improbable price. In 
forming laws to prevent the free use 
of cash, the main provisions are; 


A sworn account to be made by 
every candidtae and kept on the file 
for publio inspection, showing how 
much money he spent at any given 

ection and what he spent it for. 

A similar statement giving the 
names of the persons from whom he 
received the money. 

A similar statement to be made by 
all persons, other than candidates, 
who handle money in their interest. 

A limitation of the money that may 
be spent by any candidate. 

A prohibition against any contribu- 
tiou from a corporation. 

Penalties for the breach of any of 
these provisions. 


All Bills Have Failed. 


Many bills embracing some of these 
fentures, others including all of them, 
have been introduced in the different 
Legislative branches at Annapolis from 
time to time, but none of them has 
ever been passed. Neither of the polit- 
ical parties have heretofore been anx- 
ious to have such laws on the statute 
books, but the alleged ground of ob- 
jections has been their impracticabil- 
ity. 

Pablication, under oath. of the items 
of expenditure made by or in behalf 
of a candidate and the prevention of 
corporation contributions for political 
purposes are generally considered the 
essontinl features of a corrupt-prac- 
tices act. Suoh statements ns the 
laws against corruption in politics 
authorize are mandatory on the part 
of the candidates and their friends, 
as itis provided that the candidate 
shall not receive his commission until 
they are filed with the proper author- 
ities. Corporations are considered by 
those devising these laws as the foun- 
tuin heads of corruption in politics. 
and any law that will ourtail contri- 
butions from this source would, it is 
believed, raise the political standard, 
although in Maryland rich individ- 
uals are known to be vory liberal 
with cash for campaign purposes when 
their political futures are involved, 


Indications Favorable This Year. 


All the indications point strongly to 
the probability of the passago of a 
bill by the next Legislature to pre- 
vent the indiscriminate use of money 
at elections, Several bills will prob- 
ably he drawn. 

Some difficulties will be encountered 
in drafting a bill which will receive 
the approval of all the legislators 
who advocate some measure to curtail 
the use of money in elections. Sev- 
eral of the members of the next House 
believe that a oorrupt-practices not is 
the necessary adiunct to those changes 
in the election laws that have been 
advocated in reference to the counting 
of the vote after it has been onst. It 
bas been contended that the indiscrim- 
inate counting of votes without regard 
to the projection of the cross mark 
would open the way for fraud.

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PRACTICES ACT|WHITE WOMAN ASSAILED 


Mob Restrained With Difficulty From Lynch- 
ing Negro Prisoner, Who Is Now in 
Snow Hil Jail, 


A special dispatch from Berlin Wed- 
nesday says ;— 

John Henry, a young negro, aged 
27 years, attempted a felonious assault 
on Mrs. Frederick Selby, of Berlin, 
last night, but was prevented by the 
appesrance of two small girls, who 
ran for assistance, frightening him 
awav. 

Mrs. Selby had been to one of the 
stores in town doing some shopping. 
Henry was in the store at the same 
time. Mrs. Selby started for home, 
a distance of about six squares. Hen- 
ry, who left the store at about the 
same time, followed Mrs. Selby until 
she reached a part of the town which 
is usually deserted at night. Then 
he grabbed her by the throat and 
choked her, telling her if she scream- 
ed he would kill her. He threw her 
to the ground and tore her clothing. 
Mrs. Selby screamed marder, and two 
small girls from a nearby house ran 
for assistance. This frightened the 
negro, who ran and went back into 
the town. A warrant was issued 
for his arrest and he was taken by 
Constable Scott about one hour after 
the assault. He denied any knowledge 
of the crime, but was positively iden- 
tifled by Mrs. Selby. He was found 
standing on a street corner, as if noth- 
ing had happened. It waa thought he 
would be lynched by a mob which 
quickly assembled, and the officers had 
hard work to keepthem back. It was 
necessary to keep an armed guard 
with him all night to prevent lynch- 
ing. A hearing was had before Mag- 
istrate Massey today and he was com- 
mitted to Snow Hill Jail to await the 
action of the grand jury. Henry has 
served a term in the House of Correo- 
tion.

OPERATIONS UNDER GOOD ROADS LAW. 


Since the ‘‘Shoemaker Good Roads 
Law’’ became operative last March, 
the Highway Division of the Maryland 
Geological Survey Commission has 
made surveys on over 100 miles and 
furnished estimates. for seventy-three 
miles of road. The total estimated 

` cost for these seventy-three miles was 
$457,299.87, or an average estimated 
cost of $6,256.66 per mile. The total 
amount under construction at the pres- 
ent time is thirty nine milea. On 
this the contracted cost is $208,178.90, 
oran average of $5948.72 per inile, 
n reduction of something over nine 
hundred dollars per mile on the esti- 
mated cost. It must be remembered 
in this connection that in almost every 
instance where the counties have ap- 
plied for aid on roads, it was on those 
roads most difficult to construct and 
which have cost them the most in the 
past, or on roads which at the time of 
the application were in the worst pos- 
sible condition. When the foregoing 
figures ar) compared with the cost per 
mile during the first few years of 
State Aid in Massachusetts and New 
Jersey the comparison is very favor- 
able to Maryland. For instance, the 
cost per mile in New Jersey averaged 
over $7000.00, while in Massachusetts 
it ranged from $9000.00 to $10,000.00. 

As to the question whether the 
counties can afford roads at a cost to 
them on an average of $2700.00 per 
mile. Is a good road a paying invest- 
ment? Experience has shown that it 

Five or six thousand dollars or 
even more may not be a bad invest- 
ment for a mile of road when all the 
circumstances are considered. While 
the present records of expenditures on 
particular sections of road by the 
counties are very incomplete, where 
such records are available they fally 
substantiate this statement. As an 
example, in Queen Anne's County 
plans and estimates were made for im- 
proving in a permanent manner three 
miles of road running out ef the conn- 
ty seat. In this case, owing to a de- 
sire to redace the grades ona bad hill 
and to replace several rickety wooden 
bridges, the estimated cost ran up to 
$7000.00 per mile. This seemed at 
first thought to be a rather high rate 
por mile to consider a good investment. 
Upon looking up the records of the ex- 
penditures on these three miles of road 
for the past ten years, it was found 
that the average yearly expenditure 
was over $500.00, not including bridge 
repairs. Now, the cost to the County 


of the improvement would have been |- 


only $3500.00 per mile, or a total of 
$10,500.00 under the Shoemaker Act. 
It will be readily seen that it would 
be far cheaper for the County to bor- 
row the maney at four per cent, build 
the new road and enjoy the improve- 
ment, then to continue to spend more 
than this interest yearly, and continue 
to suffer from the old road with its 
heavy grades and nearly impassable 
condition during part of the year. 
This is only’one of many similar in- 
stances that might be cited. 
Experience is said to be the best 
teacher, and the farmers of Massachu- 
sotta, Connecticut and New Jersey 
fully appreciate the value of good

A Church By The Water. 
By Bishop Cryus D. Foss. 


In the midst of the very charming 
scenery of the Thousand Islands of the 
St. Lawrence River there is what I 
venture to term a unique catkedral. 
It is a small, completely sheltered 
bay, named, on acoount of its shape, 
Half Moon Bay. It is like the moon 
four or five days after new moon, ex- 
cept that the outer end widens a lit- 
tle; not a thin crescent, yot having 
sides almost perfectly ourved, one 
convex and the other concave, like 
those of the waxing moon two or three 
days before its first quarter. Its length 
is about three hundred feet. It is so 
shut in as to be placid except in heavy 
storms and the water is exceedingly 
clear and transparent. The walls of 
the cathedral are steep little bluffs 
and cliffs of granite, fringed with 
luxuriant foliage, festooned with 
vines and surmounted by evergreen 
and other trees. About 1000 feet from 
the inner end of the bay, on its con- 
vex side, a solid block of roughly 
hewn granite has been set up for a 
pulpit; and a rustic seat, large enough 
for two officiating ministers, stands 
behind it. Its location enables the 
minister, if he be strong lunged, out 
door evangelist to command the en- 
tire bay with voice as well as eye. 

The site of this venerable cathedral, 
more ancient by far than any in Eng- 
land or Italy, which has the biue sky 
for its majestic dome, is at the side 
of Bostwick Island, two miles south 
west from Gananoque, Canada. Reg- 
ular religious services are held in it 
near sunset every Sunday during the 
summer. I enjoyed the rich privilege 
of uniting with some 800 persons in 
attending such a service there August 
6. 

As the golden sun declined, and a 
gentle breeze rippled the surface of 
the numerous lakelets into which the 
broad expanse of the river is broken 
up by unnumbered islands, boats of 
many varieties of build and size came, 
from every point of compass, gliding 
toward the centre of attraction, bring- 
ing the worshippers from scores of cot- 
tages and small hotels. The boats 
made their way, in solemn silence and 
with no jostling, as near the pulpit as 
possible, until they were crowded close 
together and entirely filled the bav— 
the largest number of them ever 
gathered there during the twelve 
years since the service began. A care- 


ful observer, who is a constant at- 
tendant, estimated the number of 
boats at 200. Twenty or thirty of 
them were motors, the rest canoes 
and skiffs. Most of them carried from 
two to five persons each: a few thirty 
or more each. During the service 
all the people remained in the bouts, 
most of them with their heads respect- 
fully uncovered: and only the two 
Officiating ministers were on the 
shore. A Presbyterian minister an- 
nounced several hymns, including, 
My Faith Looks up to Thee," 
„How Firm a Foundation, and 
“Abide With Me. He also read sun- 
dry prayers from the Church of Eng- 
land prayer book. 

It fell to my lot to read the Holy 
Scriptures and briefly to expound 
them. I chose the last chapter of the 
Epistle to the Philippians, and dwelt 
especially on that promise—exceeding 
great and precious,’’ surely—'' My 
God shall supply all your need, ac- 
cording glory by Christ Jesus.’ Many 
of the boats carried the British flag 
and still more, the Stars and Stripes 
and I could feel the unuttered re- 
sponses as in the closing prayer, Iin- 
voked the blessings of tho King of 
Kings on the august rulers of 
the nutions which glory in those flags

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INGENIOUS RAILROAD 


Device For Automatic Coupling Of Cars, 
Invented By Mr. John S. Farlow Of 
This City, May Revolutionize 
Present System. 


Mr. John 8. Farlow of this city, has 
invented a device for passenger and 
freight cars that will, if it can be 
brought to the perfection designed by 
the invantor, greatly expedite the 
movement of trains, especially in the 
largest depots, and at the same time 
lessen the risk to numau life which is 
now endangered by the present system | 
of car coupling. It will make a de- 
cided step toward progress in the 
management of railroad traffic, and 
reflects credit npon Salisbury for giv- 
ing forth the idea. ` 

The device is an air coupling, to be 
used in the place of the hose and clamp 
now in vogue, It works automatical- 
ly when the cars are coupled by the 
main coupling. The air coupling has 
a projection that extends beyond the 
mo in coupling, the same on both cars, 
so that when the cars come together 
the air coupling meets to form a joint 
24 inches before the main coupling. 
The air coupling having a spring at a 
pressure of 200 pounds, presses the 
joints. made of rubber, that come in 
contact when the cars go together, 
and by the force of a spring presses a 
joint. The sleeve, sliding back by 
automatic action, opens the nir valve 
and alsu opens the free line of air to 
the air brake to uncouple the car. 
When they separate, a spring provided 
for the purpose that forces the joint, 
forces the sleeve ont. Connected 
thereto is a lever rod that closes a 
plug valve ordinarily handled by tho 
brakeman. The slidable action in the 
place of the hose, composed of flexible 
joints are made by a knuckle and ar- 
ranged with the best ball bearing. 

Mr. Farlow is now haviog con- 
structed at Mr. R. D. Grier’s foundry 
the practical device, which when com- 
pleted, about the end of this month, 
will be practically tested on the B. O. 
& A. R. R., between Salisbury and 
Claiborne, At his home isa model 
of the design and a patent has been 
applied for. 


Teacher Vindicated From Charges 
Filed.

The motto of the world is, Look 
out for No. 1,” the motto of the 
Christ is, Do unto others as ye 
would that others should do unto 
you.” David Harum’s motto “Do 
others as they would do you, and do 
it first,“ is but the twentieth cen- 
tury echo of the first murderer's 
plea, Am I my brother's keeper?” 
In the world of nature, and in the 
animal kingdom the rule may be 
“the survival of the fittest,” but just 
{n proportion as the race advances 
in civilization and Christianity does 
it deny that law, and Introduce a 
higher principle, viz., that the weak 
have a claim upon the strong, ‘that 
sickness has a mortgage on health, 
that poverty is bound up in the same 
bundle with riches, that ignorance 
lays obligation upon intelligence. 
that all men are debtors to those 
who are lower down in the scale 
than they are and are responsible in 
a great degree for their conduct and 
character. 

The Apostle Paul could not be ac- 
cused of being a “yro‘ilbitton 
crank,’ he was not a “fanatic,” he 
could see all siles of a question, he 
never lald down a proposition that 
was untenable, he was a master of 
logic, and he had a heart big enough 
to avrreciate tie conditions under 
which all men are placed. In his 
day, us now, there were many 
“burning issues,” and fiery discus- 
sions, "Personal liberty,” and 
“sumptuary laws,” were unknown 
terms in his day, but the facts in- 
volved were the same. There were 
those who brushed aside all consid- 
erations but those which were per- 
sonal, and there were those who 
were fierce in their denunciations of 
such people. Now,“ sald Paul, “it 
is perfectly lawful for this man to 
act as he does; you have no right to 
say It is not. But instead of stand- 
ing up for his rights, it would be a 
more Christian thing to abstaln from 
doing what would do him no harm 
to do, for the sake of the weak 
brothers who think differently.” 
That is the sublime teaching, 
strength bending down to weakness, 
that the weak may Itself sometimes 
be strong. 

It goes without saying that this 
is not the estimate of the world. To 
be great In Its eyes is to be con- 
spicuous, on high, in the front rank, 
even though to get there the person 
has walked with spiked feet over 
bleeding hearts and ruined trades. 
It Is accompanied with noise and 
parade. Unless seen and known it 
is nothing. It is self, first, last and 
all the time. 

But that is not real worth. The 
true man looks outward, not in- 
ward, upon the things of others, not 
alone on his own; puts others first, 
not last; asks not, What am I going 
to get?“ but “What can I give?" 
Walks In paths of humility, is full 
of benefaction, labor, sacrifice. He 
knows that pride is folly, self-seek- 
ing is littleness, sacrifice is divine. 

This is not a new rule. It Is a 
motive the most powerful which acts 
upon the reluctant hearts of men. It 
Teaches what nothing else could 
reach. What mothers are the most 
beloved? Those who live butterfly, 
fashionable lives of ease, or those 
who patiently sacrifice themselves 
for thelr children? What Sunday 
school teacher has the most influ- 
ence, the one who merely asks 
questions out of a book, or the one 
who lovingly pursues the wayward 
pupil? What pastor has the greater 
following, the one who loafs in ec- 
clesiastical dignity during the week, 
and is only visible Sunday, or the 
one who wears himself out in lov- 
ing ministrations to all the mem- 
bers of his flock? 

The world is full of people who 
are weak. Weak in body and in 
soul; weak in mind and in morals; 
weak in will and in wit. They 
have wiwuys had to be carried, they 
never will go unless they are 
carried. Heathenism would knock 
them in the head, Paganism would 
expose them to wild beasts, but 
Christianity lifta them into the arms 
of giants who are able to carry 
them, and says, “Do this in remem- 
brance of Him who died for you.“ 
The survival of the fittest is not 
the Christian law of conduct. If 
there is a child In the family who is 
puny, crippled, unfortunate, always 
an Invalid, the mother broods over 
that child more than over all the 
others, and the whole family are 
taught to minister with tender care 
to the necessities of the one wee 
lamb. They are eyes and feet and 
hands and brains for the onè who is 
helpless and puny. The most dəli- 
cate morsels are for him, the softest 
chalr is for him, the coslest corner 
by the fire Is for him, Pleasure and 
enjoyment are given up that he may 
be cared for, and sleep ls banished 
that he may be ministered unto dur- 
ing the watches of the night. It is 
but the application of this principle 
—the strong caring for the weak. 

There doubtless ure many things 
which it would be easy for you to 
do, the doing of which wauld ruin 
others. The lover of humanity 
says, TO ge could do that with- 
out harm to myself, if the Influence 
on others la harmful I will not do it 
for their sakes. Not because it 
hurts me, but because it hurts them, 
I am bount to do everything In my 
power to lift up and help my 
brother.”

The services were concluded at 
the grave, by the solemn rites of the 
Order of Red Men.

Tribe Improved Order of Red Men, 
on the 18th, sleep, Beaver Moon, G. 
8. D. 414, November 18th, 1905, the 
following resolutions of respect and 
sympathy were adopted by our Tribe. 

Whereas, the Great spirit in his 
wisdom has seen fit to remove from 
our Hunting Grounds below, to the 
happier Hunting Grounds above our 
beloved and esteemed Brother, Thom- 
ns A. Bradshaw. 

Resolved, that inthe death of our 
Brother, Thomas A. Bradshaw, we 
have lost a brother, to whom we were 
warmly attached by the ties of affeo- 
tion and brotherhood; and whose win- 
dom and interest were of value to us 
when he was with ua,

expression of our deep sympathy and 
regard. We extend to his widow and 
son, also his aged mother and brothers 
our Fraternal assurance that we will 
do all in our power to-alloviate their 
grief and distress. 

Resolved turther that wo tender to 
the family and friends of our deceased 
Brother, sincere condolence with 
them in their hour of bereavement. 
Ever looking to the Giver of Life for 
consolation in death may the Great 
Spirit be ever with them to ranotify 
this affiiotion for their eternal good. 

Resolved, that a copy of these roso- 
lutions be sent to the widow, one to 
the aged mother of our deceased Broth- 
er. Also one to Modoo Tribe and one 
to the county 7 for publication.
